Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it refers to purported merits or 
speculative applications of the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 1-5, 11-15 and 21-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Specifically, in line 4 of claim 1 "the leading edges" is 
indefinite because it lacks antecedent basis. Similar indefiniteness exist in claims 1 1 and 21 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

5. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Wada et 
al (US 6,144,259). See figures 1-12 and column 11, lines 7-13 of Wada et al.
